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PREFACE. 


pron the Reformation, the Liturgy was only 

in Latin, being a collection of prayers made vp 
partly of ancient forms uſed in the primitive Church, 
and partly of others of a later original, accommodated 


to the ſuperſtitions which bad crept into the Church 
of Rome, and derived to other Churches in com- 
munion with it. Theſe being eſtabliſhed by the laws 
r 
could publickly be made uſe of. 


In the time of Henry the VIIlth the nation were 
diſpoſed to a Reformation; it was thought neceflary 
to correct and amend the offices, and not only have 
the ſervice of the church in Engliſh, but alſo te 
aboliſh all that was idolatrous and ſuperſti | 
and reftore the ſervice to its primitive purityz for 
it was not the deſign of the Reformers to introduce 
a new form of worſhip into the church, bat to correct 
and amend the old one, and purge tit from the groſs 
corruptions, which through a ſeries of ages had gra- 
dually crept into it. Ia 1537 a Convacation met 
and appointed a committee to compoſe a book which 
was called, The godly and piaus Inftitution of a Chriffen 
Man, containing the Lord's Prayer, the Ave Maria, 
the Creed, the Ten Commandments, the Seven Sa. 
craments, &c, Which book was again publiſhed in 
340 and 1543 with corrections and alterations, 
under the title of 4 neceſſary Doctrine and Condition fey 
any Chriſten Man. Alio in the year 1540 . committee | 
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of biſhops and divines was appointed by Henry to 
reform the rituals and offices of the church, which 
reform was reconſidered by the Convocation two 
or three years afterwards. 


In 1545 the king's Primer came forth, containing 
the Lord's Prayer, Ten Commandments, Venite, 
Te Deum, and other hymns and collects in Engliſh ; 
ſeveral of them the ſame as they now ſtand. This is 
All that appears to have been done towards reform 
in the reign of Henry the VIIIch. 


In 1547, the firſt of the reign of Edward the VIth, 
the Convocation declared that the Communion ought 
to be adminiftered to all perſons under beth kinds ; 
and an act of Parliament was made, ordering the 
Communion to be ſo adminiftered. A committee of 
biſhops and divines was appointed to compoſe, an 
wm order of Communion according to the Rules of 
eripture, and the uſe of the Primitive Church, The 
committee repaired to Windſor Caftle, and in a few 
days drew up a form, which was brought into uſe 
the next year. The ſame perſons (empowered by a 
new commiſſion) entered on a nobler work, and in a 
few months finiſhed the whole Liturgy, by drawing 
up offices, not only for Sundays and Holidays, but 
for Baptiſm, Confirmation, Matrimony, Burial of 
the Dead, and other ſpecial occaſions, In which the 
before-mentioned office for the Communion was 
inſerted with many amendments. The whole book 
thus framed, was ſet forth by the common agreement 
and full aſſent both of the Parliament and Convo- 
cation of the Provinces of Canterbury and York. 


The committee appointed to compoſe this Liturgy 
were, Cranmer, archbiſhop of Canterbury; Geodrich, 
biſhop of Ely ;- Holbech, biſhop of Lincoln; Day, 
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biſhop—of Chicheſter; Sti, biſhop of Herefor#; 
ruh, biſhop of Weſtminſter ; Ridley, biſhop of Ro- 
chefter; Dr. May, Dr. Taylor, Dr. Heynes, Dr. Redmayne, 
Dr. Cox, Dr. Robertſon. __ ö 


Abont the year 1551 exceptions were taken at 
ſome things in this book, which were thought to 
favour too much of ſuperſtition, Archbiſhop Cranmer 
"therefore 'propoſed to review it, and called in the 
aſſiſtance of Martin Bucer, and Peter Martyr, whom be 
invited over from the troubles in Germany. In this 
review, the Sentences, Exbortation, Confeſſion, and - 
Solution, at the beginning of morning and evening 
ſervice were added, the former book beginning with 
the Lord's Prayer. And ſome ceremonies were 
removed, ſuch as the uſe of Oi in Baptiſm ; the Undtion 
of the Sick ; Prayers for Souls departed, both in the 
Communion office, and in that for the Burial of the 
Dead ; with ſeveral other leſs material variations. 
The book. thus reviſed and altered was again con- 
firmed in Parliament in 1551, But both this and 
the former act made in 1548 were repealed in the 
firſt year of Queen Mary, not being agreeable to the 
Romiſh ſuperſtition which ſhe was reſolved to reftore. 


Upon the acceſſion of Queen Elizabeth, the act 
of repeal was reverſed, and in order to reſtore the 
Engliſh ſervice, ſeveral divines were appoiated to 
take another review of King Edward's Liturgies, and 
to frame frem them both a book for the uſe of the 
Church 'of England. The ſecond book of King Ed- 
ward was fixed upon, and (with a very few altera- 
tions) was propoſed to Parliament, who accordingly 
paſſed an act to eſtabliſh it. 


In this fiate the Liturgy continued till the firſ year

„% Popery; which as it declares their piety, ſo doth 
© the Judicious digeſting of theſe prayers evidence 
« their learning. For therein a ſcholar may diſcern 
« cloſe logic, pleaſing rhetoric, pure divinity, and 
© the very marrow of the ancient doQrine and dif- 
« cipline ; and yet all made fo familiar, that the

And he caſt down the pieces of ſilver 
in the temple, and departed, and went and hanged 
himſelf, And the chief pricfis took the ſilver pieces, 
ad ſaid, it is not lawful for to put them into the 
treaſury, becauſe it is the price of blood. And they 
look counſel, and bought with them the potter's field 
to bury ſtrangers in. Wherefore that field was 
called, The field of blood unto this day. (Then was 
alt ſed that which was fpoken by Jeremy the prophet, 
ay ing, And they took the thirty pieces of ſilver, the 
price of him that was valued, whom they of the 
children of Iſrael did value, and gave them for the 
potter's field, as the Lord appointed me.) And Jeſus 
focd before the governor ; and the governor aſked 
tim, ſaying, Art thou the king of the Jews ? And je- 
lus faid unto him, Thou ſayeſt. And when he was 
led of the chief prieſts and elders, he anſwered 
n-vthing, Then faith Pilate unto him, Heareſt thou 
rot how many things they witneſs againſt thee ? Aud 
% anſwered him to never a word, inſomuch that 
the covernor marvelled greatly, Now at that feaft 
i» governor was wont to releaſe unto the people a 
„ener whom they would, And they had then a 
able priſoner, called Barabbas. Therefore when 
Je were gathered together, Pilate faid anro them, 
om will ye that 1 refeaſe unto you ? Barabbas, or 
eiue, which is called Chi ? For be knew that for 
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-envy they had delivered him. When he was ſet 
gown on the jndzment feat, his wife ſent unto him, 
faying, Have thou nothing to do with that juſt man; 
or I have ſuffered many things this day in a dream 
becauſe of him. But the chief priefis and cloers 
riuaded the multitude that tlicy thould alk Barav- 
„ and deſtroy jeſus. The governor anſwered and 
faid unto them, Whether of the twain will ye that I 
releaſe unto you ? They ſaid, Barabbas. Pilate faith 
unto them, What ſhall 1 do then with Jeſus, which 
is called Chriſt ? They all ſay unto bim, Let bim be 
crucified. And the governor ſaid, Why, what evil 
hath he done f But they cried out the more, ſaving, 
Let him be crucified, When Pilate faw that te 
could prevail nothing, but that rather a tumult was 
made, he took water, and walhed his hands before 
the multitude, ſaying, I am innocent of the blood of 
this juit perſoa : ſee ye toit. Then aniwered all the 
people, and 1aid, His blood be on us, and on our 
children, Then releated he Barabbas unto them: 
and when he had ſcourged Jetus, he delivered bim to 
be crucithed, Then the foliiers of the governor took 
Jeſus into the common hall, and gathered unto him 
the whole band of ſoldiers. And they firipped bim, 
and put on him a ſcariet robe. And when they had 
platted a crown or thorns, they put it upon his head, 
ad a reed ig his right hand and they bowed tie 
and  mocized him, faying, Hal, 
king of the Jews ! And they ipit upon him, and took 
the reed, and ſmote him on the bead. And after that 
they had mocked him, they took the robe off from 
him, and put his own raiment on him, and led tim 
away to crucity him. And as they came out they 
found a man of Cyrene, Simon by name ; him they 
compelled to bear his croſs. And when they were 
come unto a place called Golgotha, that is to ſay, A 
Jace of a ſcull, they gave him viaegar to drink, ming- 
ed with gall : and when he had taſted thereof, be 
would not drink. And they crucified him, and parted 
bis garments, caſting lots: that it might be ſulülled, 
which was ſpoken by the prophet, They paried my 
garments among them, and upcn my veſture did they 
Caſt lots. And fitting down they watched him therez 
and fet up over his head his accuſation written, THIS 
IS JESU35 THE KING OF THE JEWS. The 
were there two thieves crucified with him; one e 
the right band, and another on the Jeft, And the) 
that paſſed by reviled him, wagging their heads, and 
ſaving, Thou that deſtreyeſt the temple, and build 
eit it in three days, fave thyſelf : If thou be the 80 
of God, come down from the croſs. Likewite al 
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the chief prieſts mocking him, with the ſcribes and 
elders, faid, He ſaved others, himſelf he cannot fave 2 
che be the king of Iſracl, let him now come down 
from the croſs, and we will believe him. He truſted 
in God : let him deliver him now if he will have 
tim: for he ſaid, I am the Son of God. The thieves 
Alo, which were crucified with him, caſt the ſame in 
his teeth.
